COUNT LUCKNER IN ANDOVER 


Famous Sea Raider Entertains Large Audience with Dramatic 


Recital of Adventures at Sea During the Period 
of the World War 


\ full house greeted Count Felix Luckner 
when he was the speaker at George Washing- 
ton hallon last Friday evening. As he walked 
down the aisle and ascended the platform 
with Dr. Stearns his contagious good-nature 
won his audience and the applause continued 
several minutes before Dr. Stearns was able 
to introduce the famous sea raider 


For those who were familiar with Count 
Luckner’s adventures during the World 
War, when he performed the almost un- 
believable feat of sinking fourteen allied 
ships without the loss of a single life, a full 
account of which is given in the book “The 
Sea Devil’ it was most interesting to see in 
person the survivor of so many hair-breadth 
escape 

Possessed of a powerful physique, an 
energy which seemed indefatigable and an 
ingratiating personality it was easy to 
understand the spirit which carried him 
through his checkered career beginning as a 
“bum” when he ran away from home at the 
age of thirteen and culminating as an officer 
in the German Imperial Navy. 

The account of his first trip to America, a 


journey accomplished by way of Austraila, 
when he was searching for Buffalo Bill, his 
ideal of “a self-made man”, was humorous 
in the extreme, Its anti-climax, when he 
arrived in Denver only to find that his hero 
was in Germany and as he found out later, 


actually being entertained by Count Luck- 
ner’s father) brought tears of laughter to 
the eyes of his audience. 

Then followed the story of his trip across 
the continent from Denver to New York 
made, as he said, by walking the ties, a 
trick of locomotion which he graphically 
illustrated. Having reached the coast, among 
other jobs which he essayed to earn his 
daily bread was that of polishing the door- 
knobs of the hotel where he has stayed this 
season as a guest. Inspired by a close-up of 
some of New York’s “self-made” men he 
recalled his promise to his father to become 
a lieutenant in the navy. His hardearned 


money and a tardy application to books at 
last enabled him to pass his examinations 
and obtain the coveted commission which 


re-established him in the good graces of his 
family. 

The vicissitudes of the Great War give 
Count Luckner a dramatic opportunity to

Andover Historical Society to Raise En- 
dowment to Insure Running Expen- 
ses of Permanent Home 


The house at 97 Main street has been 
acquired subject to life tenancy by its 
present owner, Miss Caroline Underhill, and 
other conditions outlined by her attorn 
according to a vote passed at the semi- 
annual meeting of the Andover Historical 
society held last evening in the Baptist 
Church vestry.

The meeting was presided over by John V. 
Holt. The report of the annual meeting was 
read by the secretary of the society, Fred E. 
Cheever who also, as chairman, gave the 
report of the Washington Ball committee, 
showing that the sum of $77.50 had been 
added to the funds of the society as a result of 
this entertainment. 


The speaker of the evening was Clarence 
S. Luitwiler, a member of the Legislature 
and a member of the Massachusetts Bay 
Tercentenary committee. He told of the 
establishment of the Massachiisetts Bay 
Colony and the organization of the General 
Court which he considers among the great 
events of history as it established a repre- 
sentative form of government different from 
any which the world had seen before. Un- 
fortunately no appropriation has been made 
to carry out the celebration of this event and 
towns and cities are asked to resume the 
responsibility of carrying out their own plans. 

Boston, Newton, Watertown and 
Salem hav started their preparations. 


Dr. Warren K. Moorehead, an incorporator 
of the Massachusetts Bay ‘Tercentenary 
committee and a member of two of its sub- 
committees, spoke of the plans for the model 
Irish, Swiss, German and Indian villages 
which it was planned to erect in the Charles 
River Basin. A new financial chairman has 
been appointed and he still hopes that it 
will be possible to raise funds to carry out the 
plans for this unique and interesting project. 
At his suggestion the following resolution will 
be sent to the central committee at 44 School 
street, Boston. 


“The Andover Historical Society in 
annual meeting assembled heartily approves 
of the Tercentenary celebration. It earnestly 
hopes, however, that there be no further 
delays. Funds should be raised immediately 
and those having the early village replicas 
in charge be given authority to proceed”,

Before the men were seated 
he paid a most fitting tribute to the late 
William Ly Frye, patrolman and police chief 
of Andover for many years and a valued 
member of the association, who passed away 
a short time age.

In America 
the Indians for hundreds of years used 
puppets in their great ceremonies. Today the 
marionettes usually mean to us Tony Sarg’s 
clever players. While the Stowe school crea- 
tion is by no means equal to his, it has 
proved both educational and enjoyable to its 
producers who hope their public will enjoy 
it equally.

Respect for Laws 

No doubt most people have read the 
speech delivered by President Hoover 
at the luncheon of the Associated Press, 
on Monday of this week. It is well 
worth reading. The President outlines a 
program for dealing with lawlessness 
that shows a great deal of keen study on 
his part. Many of the facts expressed in 
this speech have been well known for a 
long time. The increase of crime is 
obvious to those who are interested in 
following the news of the day, But the 
clear, logical presentation of his views 
on the matter leave nothing but ad- 
miration for President Hoover for his 
splendid effort. He proves himself a 
warm-hearted human being, pleading 
with his fellow-men to save themselves 
from moral decadence and disrespect for 
laws. He is not too harsh—yet he spares 
neither his country nor its people in 
speaking the truth. 

That any American can compare the 
statistics in regard to crime in the 
United States and Great Britain, with- 
out experiencing a sense of shame, is 
difficult to comprehend. True, the cos- 
mopolitan population has much to do 
with this, but the real answer seems to 
be in the indifference of the average 
law-abiding citizen to crime that does 
not directly involve himself. Public 
opinion is too ready to ridicule the 
seriousness of the situation until it 
strikes home. National pride is asleep 
in America, and continues to sleep until 
something of a very sensational nature 
arouses it from its lethargy. What care 
we if other countries point to us with 
scorn as a land of criminals? Every man 
for himself is our slogan. As President 
Hoover says, ‘a surprising number of 
our people, otherwise of responsibility 
in the community, have drifted into the 
extraordinary notion that laws are 
made for those who choose to obey 
them.’’ Where a majority rules the laws 
must be made in accordance with the 
wish of this majority and must apply 
not only to the majority but to the 
minority, who are not in favor as well, 
We cannot have two sets of laws, one 
for the majority and the other for the 
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were to have the right to say whether 
or not a law should apply to him there 
would be no law. Everyone would do 
just as they pleased and the result 
would be chaos. The laws are plentiful 
and complicated enough as they are at 
present without contemplating any such 
situation. 

Every person has the right to express 
his or her opinion on any law in ex- 
istence. There are few laws that do not 
appear to be wrong, in the eyes of some 
people, and there are some laws that 
appear wrong to most people. This 
condition is natural and all are entitled 
not only to hold but to express their 
opinions on such matters. However, no 
one has the right to expect that any 
law, state or federal, can be broken 
without his paying the penalty for 
the offence if he is detected. President 
Hoover expresses the proper method of 
dealing with laws over which there is 
such a great division of opinion, “If a 
law is wrong, its rigid enforcement is 
the surest guaranty of its repeal. If a 
law is right, its enforcement is the 
quickest method for compelling respect 
for it.” Obey the laws, and those that 
prove unsatisfactory to the majority, 
will eventually be repealed by the 
insistence of public opinion. That is the 
only right method and the only sure 
method. Let us retain some respect for 
our government and for what it stands.

The third faculty recital in the Centennial 
Series was given at Abbot academy on Tues- 
day night by Raymond Coon, pianist, and 
Bertram Currier, violincellist. These artists 
gave a very interesting program and at times 
rose to heights of real virtuosity. Perhaps 
the keynote of this recital was lyricism, for 
both violoncellist and pianist achieved 
notably beautiful lyric moments. 

Mr. Currier’s virile and interesting “Sea 
Rhapsody” was well received as was the 
brilliant Scherzo of Van Goens, but the most 
perfect music of the evening was undoubtedly 
the lovely Adagio of Veraccini. 

Mr. Coon displayed a clear, crisp technique 
to good advantage. He played the old Liszt 
war horse, ‘Hungarian Rhapsody”, No. 12 
with adequate dash and technical facility. 
His playing of Debussy’s “ Bruyeres” was 
particularly interesting. 

Mr. Currier and Mr. Coonchose Honegger’s 
Sonata to close their program. The sonata 
seemed unfortunately placed. One’s faculties 
need to be fresh and alert to receive this 
music. Furthermore, one can hardly get 
more than ephemeral impressions of this 
work in one audition. The first movement 
seemed most interesting, even gripping; the 
second movement had decided elegaic beauty. 
To the reviewer of this concert the last 
movement seemed meaningless. This is, 
however, a purely personal impression. 
However, Honegger is a world figure, and 
Messrs. Coon and Currier are to be thanked 
for giving us an opportunity to hear this 
work. It is a most difficult sonata and they 
did not spare themselves in the preparation 


of this piece.

A Tribute 


ANNE PERRY HINCKS 


In the sudden death of Anne Perry Hincks 
on April 19, Andover lost one of her dis- 
tinguished citizens. Born on Andover Hill 
when the Theological Seminary was the 
centre of things, her early friends were her 
father’s learned colleagues who make vivid 
the link between those days and the Andover 
of a very distant past. Anne was always loyal 
to these ties and used often to visit this older 
group of friends. Her own Andover contem- 
pories remember her as the devoted older 
sister of the big Hincks family. 

After graduating from Smith College in 
1900, Anne prepared herself by study and 
experience for a life of social service. With 
her fine mind and inexhaustible energy, she 
was not content merely to think or merely to 
do, but was one of the pioneers who in a 
truly scientific spirit set to work to lay the 
foundations of the new profession of Social 
Work. She took courses at Simmons and at 
Radcliffe and in 1911, received the degree 
of B. S. from Simmons College. Her positions 
included that of social worker at Christodora 
House in New York, and investigator for 
the Boston Society for the Care of Girls and 
the Massachusetts Society for the Preven- 
tion of Cruelty to Children. In 1916, she 
became Executive Secretary of the Bethesda 
Society. During the ten years of her admin- 
istration of this very old Boston Charity, the 
Society moved its charges from an old- 
fashioned institution in the city to a modern 
boarding-school in the country. Individual 
records were kept in such form that they 
could be of practical use as well as an aid in 
the training of students of social problems, 
Ananymous excerpts from Miss Hincks’ 
records appear in text books in social case 
work as evidence of the thoroughness with 
which she did what some people still consider 
routine work. The imagination and skill 
which evolved the combination of a small 
school for the re-education of girls with a 
placing department was peculiarly her own. 
The reorganization was accomplished under 
her tactful and humorous leadership without 
dissension or break in the personnel of her 
conservative Board of Directors. The remark- 
able part about this piece of social engineering 


is the fact that it was accomplished at a|ni

Anne Hincks was widely known in her 
professional capacity. But it is in the personal 
sphere that she will be most sorely missed. 
She had a host of friends and had the qualities 
of mind and heart that inspired devoted 
friendship. She had the gift of seeing hidden 
virtues and hidden foibles, of dramatizing 
everyday events and of giving the most 
casual contact a heightened interest, Both 
by her friends and co-workers and by the 
wide circle of her acquaintance her loss will 
be keenly felt.

Babson Park, Massachusetts, April 26, 
1929. “Statistics clearly show that the future 
prosperity of the United States depends 
upon more rapid expansion of its foreign 
trade. Some of our key industries are reach- 
ing the point where the domestic market 
cannot nag pace with the vastly increased 
rate of production. Hope for future industrial 
expansion in the United States at anything 
like the rate we have experienced during 
the past five years can only be fulfilled by 
intensive development of foreign markets. 
Leaders of our greatest industries now realize 
this fact and are doing everything in their 
power to develop foreign sales. 

“Export figures in 1928 totaled $5,129,000,- 
000, an increase of 5.4 per cent over 1927, 
and 23 per cent over five years ago. Also the 
first quarter of 1929 has witnessed the 
heaviest export trade of any similar three 
months’ period sice 1920. There are still, 
however, some people who look upon foreign 
trade as a matter of secondary importance 
and not a vital influence on our prosperity. 
They point out that only ten per cent of our 
total production is exported anyway. They 
forget that this ten per cent, which in 1928 
amounted to over $5,000,000,000 is the 
marginal quantity which largely determines 
the price at which the other $45,000,000,000 
of goods is sold. If our export surplus were 
not shipped abroad, but were dumped on 
the domestic market it would at once cause 
such a business panic as this country has 
never experienced. 


Companies’ Export Connections Will 
Help Their Securities 

“New inventions and new manufacturing 
processes are largely increasing our capacity 
to make more goods in a shorter length of 
time. Thus far by maintaining high wages 
and keeping employment steady the public 
purchasing power has been able to keep pace 
with increased production. There is a limit, 
however, to the amount of goods which any 
population, even one as rich as that of the 
United States, can absorb. Already the 
domestic saturation point is reached in a 
number of lines.

consumption will necessarily decline or

Canadian and South American Trade 
Rapidly Expanding 

“Ever since the War there has been a 
noticeable tendency for United States trade 
with Canada and South America to grow 
faster than its trade with Europe. Partly, 
no doubt, this was due to the impoverished 
condition in which Europe found itself fol- 
lowing the War. Also it was due to the initia- 
tive of our Department of Commerce and to 
a number of energetic far-secing business 
men in this country. At any rate, expansion 
of trade with South America gives promise 
of tremendous growth during the next ten 
years. From 1923 to 1928 our exports to 
South America countries gained 80 per cent; 
with Canada they gained 40 per cent; with 
Europe they gained only thirteen per cent, 
and in fact 1928 exports to Europe were lower 
than in the two years following 1923. Among 
the countries in South America where our 
trade is most rapidly growing are, Argentina, 
Brazil and Colombia. 

“When President Hoover made his good- 
will tour of Latin-America he undoubtedly 
foresaw the time when American industry 
will be closely tied up in trade relations with 
these countries. Also, there is a movement

American countries, Colombia, Brazil, Ar- 
gentina and other South American countries. 
This project of course, depends upon the co- 
operation of those countries, but it is more 
than a mere dream. The time may come 
when all of North and South America will be 
united by well paved highways, as well as by 
direct railway communication and shipping 
lines. Furthermore, South American securi- 
ties, particularly the railroads and public 
utilities, may once more become popular in 
the New York market. 


America Must Become ‘World-Minded’ 


“A narrow minded policy of isolation will 
never allow us to achieve the economic ex- 
pansion which is our destiny. Our business 
men must learn to understand the peoples 
of foreign countries—their habits, ideals, 
customs and trade practices. We must think 
in terms of worl roblems rather than 
merely national problems. Foreign trade in 
the past five years has gained to be sure, but 
not to the extent that it would have if busi- 
ness men as a whole had taken an active 
interest in the development. 

“Tn formulating our new tariff law we must 
realize that an extremely prohibitive tariff 
will react adversely on foreign trade expan- 
sion. Certain industries are entitled no doubt 
to additional protection, but any sweeping 
upward revision in the tariff will set back 
American foreign trade ten years. In the 
matter of reparations settlement, co-opera- 
tion with foreign central banks, and other 
measures looking toward financial rehabili- 
tation abroad, we must be actuated by a 
sincere desire to help those other nations. 
A prosperous customer is the only good 
customer, and if we would expand our foreign 
trade, so necessary to the continuance of our 
own prosperity, we should attack these 
world problems in a sympathetic and helpful 
spirit.
